The more nun- 
fined this objout is — thu moro iiinitdU iu its 
area -the more iolenoe is lbs monopoly 
wbioh ii lias over tbo mind, and the moro 
daxod become the genurnl porcaptioDs: On 
no olher ground can wo uccoi:ul for Iho ex- 
traordinary illasions wliich occasionully 
Inko hold of tho politiciiuis of New ^Veslniin- 
Btar. So inleutly have theae people been 
viewing iho progress of ibsir town— so 
anxiously walching Iho removal of every 
8tump, and the grudini; of every street, thnl 
tbey have come to the curiclusion that llio 
world is but a miserable nflair out^iile llioir 
municipal liniils. '' WIkU is Hecnlm lu liiin 
or he to Uccuba, Hint be should weep for 
her V \S bat is Cariboo to tbem or they to 
Cariboo that Ihey nbould be oonnecled to- 
golhor by a highway? A town that has hiul 
a .''million of dollars" expended within it 
and another million of dolliirg round about ii 
— although this would requiro a liltla proof— 
cannot be deemed, in the most gentle use of 
the term, dependent. Its lumber mills, which 
by Iho way are not on the mighty Fraser at 
nil, aro at present limited, but tbey will bo 
nnmerons by ond bye; its agricultural ro- 
■earces will, wheu the few slender snplingj, 
filly feet in circuiufureiico, ere cxlriicted, be 
aometbiug immense; aud as fur its iiiagniti- 
ocot coal fields in prospeotive, a perfeoi Lnn 
oasbire opens out in tbo future. All these 
and a great deal more flit before ibe eyes of 
New Westminster, and the iahubilauts may 
well bo excused i( in the grandeur of theii 
fancies they lool< upon Caribou and ihe 
mines generally poor relations that hiid 
better " keep their dislance." 'Mio wonder 
is that they have gone to such trouble to 
indaoe the erratio aud troublesome miners to 
rashe a resting place of the capital. Ono 
would naturally think that Eueh wild noma- 
dic tribes as those who only live half a year 
in the country and pkingo it into debt (or 
road accommodation would bo the last cliiss 
of people the wise men of Now Westminster 
wodld endoiivor to attract by n subsidized 
steamer ; but we cannot occonnt for tbo 
ecccnirir-.itica of greatness. 

Tbo remarkable course of our New 
Westminster contemporary is equally niio- 
mnloug. After a-scrliiiij the triiiHin that 
" it is an unconlroveitiblo fact that every 
road Jadicioosly located and ccoimniicany 
built confeis an indirect bencflt upon the 
colony as a whole," it proceeds to ehow that 
Ibe colony as a whole should not pay (or tho 
binefit. Road Toll-i, it declaroj aro an tivi- 
deuce ol a high Bliito of civilization ; and 
our assertion ttiat they arc u " relic ol baia 
barism" is scouted ol course os absurd. Wo 
are told, in contradiction to our slatcmaot 
last week, that England encourages her sysi 
tem of tnrnpike roads and toll-bars, nnd that 
Ireland Is equally tonnoioua of these •' fruiis 
ol a highly civili/.cd and progrtHsivu ago." 
When men will inaUe such glarirg blunders 
in the simpltst law of political economy wo 
are not much astonished ut Qnding tbetn 
making eqnally erroneous statements abeut 
matters of tuct ; for the recklessness 
of assertion is due as tnocb in too one unse 
as in the other to cither an unwillihgm'br, 
or an inability to consult a recogni/.ed aulliu- 
rily. Our conlcinporary will bo no doubt 
surprised, in its Hip Van Wiiikleism, lo leain 
that the toll-bar " Iruits of a highly civilizi'd 
and progressivo age '' havo become distaste- 
ful lo the people of Ibe United K-in^duni, 
who look up'ju tho collector id tui'!, i;ii|ioHlh 
as u logaliy^'jd lii;;l]-.va_vir.;i:i. and any oli- 
struction lo trav;)! aa an elcineal ul ni.civi- 
li/.ition. It will bo Eurj)riM!ii h> loarn that 
Itio tnrapikea in iM.glanil ai-c rai'iiily (ii--ap. 
pcaring — that ia niaiiy places where privalo 
interests interfero with the removal of the 
obnoxious gates the Oovernineul urc at pres- 
ent comproitii.-,iii;; with llio pi;i-;i.M so 
intore?led. I'-vun in the v ici iii iy i[ l/jiiilnn, 
where tuch a liarvjsl u.^ed lo be luapcd from 
tolls, the luriii)iked have ne.irly all disap- 
peared — on one side of tho Thames tbey are 
now gone altogether. In Ireland n much 
more radical sweep hua been made. A turn- 
pike now is as much a curio-;ity ii; Iho K:ni:- 
rald Isle as tin' pniilio i-loc'i 1 ii the Au:iir;iliaii 
colony of Victoria wliete the inr.,-i e.vpci.sive 
public rouJa built in I'lij gt niiniliMi) Imve 
been coujiinetoil tbern is no sucii thing as a 
tolNgatu. 'I ho minor pays no mote for the 
making of ihu hi;;hway^ than Ihc cilizsn Of 
Melbourne. Cvcn in (Janudn, whore the toll- 
system was unfortunaioly introduced, it has 
become as obnoxious as it in in every civi- 
lized country. There is, in I'ljel, iu Ihe liu'nnn 
tnind «omuthing e,\c( --.ivoly lepngnant tu Ihc 
idea of a bar beiuf iilaced over any lino ol 
travel. We say nolhing here of tbo heavy 
expense of oolleotion ; nor do we think it 
necessary to refute the absurdity ol our con- 
temporary, that because living is nniuu expen- 
flive at Cariboo than it is at Now 'A'cLUniin- 
slor, the people nl Ciirilino hh, uld (luy iiiiiii!

Mr. M'Cluro said Ihe hon. gentleman had 
opposed the abolition of the tax on real es" 
tate on Iho ground that Ihe other inlorcsts 
in ttic colony should not bear the burden of 
taxation, and it was very strange that he 
should now come forward and advocate thai 
these interests should be also taxed tor muni- 
oi pal government, The principle of the bill 
was to lax the land and not individuals or 
OL'cnpalions. 

i\lr. Cochrane asked if, biipposiug the 
Upper Hou82 rofu.sod to pass the bill repealing 
the tux en real estate, it was intended that 
real estate should pay the rale provided in 
the bill in addition lo the Government As- 
sessment 

Mr. DeCosmos was surprised nt the exlra-^ 
ordinary rem-rks of tho lust speaker. Tlio 
Upper House must do one of two things, it 
must either accept or reject tho bills sent up 
by Iho Committee on W'nys and jMuans in 
their cntiroty. If Iboy rcjecteil them, then 
the House would have to tack them ou to the 
Supplies, and refuse to voto a cent until 
ihey were accepted, and if the Execulivo was 
not satisGed with that an appeal could bo 
made to the country (bear, hear).
